A special meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the E.L.D. was held 
on June 27th for the purpose of 
discussing policy in connection 
Wich grazing lands, 

It was decided that certain areas 
in different parts of the district 
would be set aside as. grazing re- 
serves for sheep and cattle of ir- 
rigation farmers, — 


In order to be in a position to 
deal intelligently with the quest- 
jon accurate information as to the 
number of farmers requiring such 
pasture and the numbers of sheep 
and cattle to be accommodated is 
needed and steps are being tak- 
en to obtain this information. After 
the facts are obtained the matter 
will be finally dealt with. 


Farmers interested in this plan 
should read complete details pyb- 
lished in another column on this 
page and apply in writing to one 
of the District officials or to the 
EID office in Brooks.

What an awful price is exabted 
by the accident hazard! According 
to the National Safety Council's 
preliminary figures, 106,000 dead: 
375,000 permanently injured and 
9,400,000 temporarily disabled make 
up the accident toll for last year. 
But totals are not. always the most 
impressive method of visutalizat- 


fon. 


Those figures mean that one 
person was killed every four min- 
utes and 57 seconds, one perman- 
ently injured in every one minute 
and 40 seconds ahd one temporari- 
ly diabled in every 34 s@conds. The 
Hindenburg disaster cost 36 lives, 
Yet were that disapter repeated 
every three hours throughout the 
year, the death total would not 
quite equal the total accident fat- 
alities of 1997, 


What alarming figures! But the 
dreatiful fact must be faced that 
death comes in every direction 
and the funeral knell is heard ev- 
ery few minutes. The cold clammy 
hand is near, and it ig said, “He 
that trembles at death is a coward, 
but, he that trifles with it isa 
fool." And there is more ration- 
ality in the former than in the lat- 
ter. Since it is absolute certainty 
that we must and will die, and 
since death is so awful an event, 
how does it happen that so few 
ever seriously think upon it, or 
really prepare for it? Because, wa 
wish to forget death—try to for- 
get it—and alas succeed in accom- 
plishing this oblivion, but too well 
Is it Not the commonness of it, its 
great toll—which deprives it of 
its extreme gwfulness?’ Yet to 
every sense it is revolting---to rea- 
son, perplexing—to everything but 
FAITH overwhelming. Faith can 
change its aspect,. extract its sting, 
and give light .@8 we pass through 
its dark shadow.

What Are Plant Lice 
That I Hear So Much About? 


Plant lice is the term used com- 
monly when referring to aphids. 
They are called plant lice because 
they cling to the plant like lice 
and live by sucking juices from the 
tender shoots, leaves and soft bark. 
They remain practically stationary 
after they once settle and give 
birth to young at the rate of 8 to 
10 per day. These young are ready

to do likewise in about two weeks. |, 


You can see how they multiply. 
Only, the fact that nature destroys 
the aphids in huge quantity pre- 
vents their doing untold damage. 


Where Do Plant Lice 
Come From in the First Place? 


Plant lice or aphids have a pecu- 
liar way of starting their first gen-. 
erations in the spring. They hatch 
from eggs which have been hidden 
away on trash or in other safe 
places over winter. The first gen- 
eration that hatches can fly and 
spreads about on favorite vegeta- 
tion. The next generations are born 
without wings and centinue on 
their host plant, giving birth to 
new generations, 

You can begin to see why we 
recommend clearing up the garden 
late in the fall or very early in the 
spring, burning all trash, leaves 
and other material that might be 
used as a hiding place for aphid 
eggs and other insect carry overs. 


Are All Garden Plants — 
Attacked By Plant Lice?

There is in the saliva of the 
plant louse an irritating substance 
that will almost ruin a crop.

How Can Plant Lice, 
Be Controlled?

_ Hybrid Corn 
According to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the sig ie of total corn acreage 
in the United States devoted to 
hybrid corn increased from 0.1 in 
to 51.6 in 1943. In the North 
Central states, where about 70 per 
cent of the corn crop is produced, 
the acreage of hybrid corn increased 
from 0.2 per cent in 1933 to 78.3 per 

cent in 1943, 

Obviously, therefore, the farmers 
like hybrid corn, and the chief 
reason is that it yields about 20 per 
cent more than open pollinated 
varieties. Let us see what this has 
meant to food production and to 
the farmers in the North Central 
states. In 1942, the production was 
About 2.4 billion bushels. Since 72.9 
og cent of the acreage was occupied 
hybrid corn, at least 1.76 billion 
bushels were hybrid. If we accept 
the estimated superiority of hybrid 


corn; spre vad cent, then 
one-fifth of 1.76 billion bushels, or 
352 million bushels produced in 
1942 in the North Central etatcs 
can be credited to the corn breeders. 
This contribution to war food pro- 
duction, not to mention material 
benefits to farmers, is nothing less 
than astounding. It will interest 
our readers to know that Dr. H. K. 
Hayes, University of Minnesota, 
who was chiefly responsible for 
Thatcher wheat, has played a 
= part in the hybrid corn 
reeding work, ° 
Agricultural scientists cannot 
“make bricks without straw.” If 
we are wise we shall see that agri- 
cultural research is expanded im- 
mediately after the war, and that 
salary scales are adjusted so as to 
attract the best men available.

More than 1,000,000 ‘Canadian 
families with upwards of 2,500,000 
ghildren, will (benefit from the 
family allowance system, one of 
the Gov’t social security measures 
now before Parliament, These will 
be families in the lower income 
groups, as those with big earnings 
will have their income tax allow- 
ance for children reduced by the 
amount of the allowance and will 
not benefit financially. 


A big proportion of the families 
to grain under the plan will be in 
rural areas, villages and t owns. 
The allowance will be tax free. 
This means that where a bread- 
winner is now exempt from in- 
come tax and the allowance pay- 
ment raises his earnings above the 
exemption level, he will not have 
to paly income tar, Though the al- 
lowance is graded according to the 
age of the child, the average pay- 
ment will be about $6.25 for each 
child, The average cheque will pro- 
bably amount to upwards of $18 a 
month, with larger families recei- 
ving $30 a month or more. 


One big feature of the act is that 


all children living in Canada, whe-, 


ther or not their parents are nat- 
ive-born or naturalized Canadians, 
are eligible for the allowance, The 


plan is to help every family im- 
prove its standard of living for the 
benefit of alll children in the Do- 
minion,
